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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 and 3-12 are currently pending in the instant application. Applicants 
cancelled Claims 2, 13 and 14 in Amendments to the claims filed on November 1, 2006. 

I. Response to Amendment and Arguments 

Applicants amendments to the claims and remarks filed on November 1, 2006 
have been entered in the application and considered. 

Applicants 1 amendments and arguments have overcome the following rejections: 

The 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claims 1-14 as being obvious over the Gribble, et 
ai references. 

II. Objections 

Claim Obiection-Non Elected Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 3-12 are objected to as containing non-elected subject matter. To 
overcome this objection, Applicant should submit an amendment deleting the non- 
elected subject matter. For example, in the definition of variable R ,v , the pyridine ring 
and pyrrolidine ring should be deleted in claim 1. In claim 5, the terms "morpholine or 
N-methylpiperidine" should be deleted. In claim 9, the piperazine ring and pyrrolidine 
ring should be deleted. 

Claims 3, 4 and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: missing 
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a period at the end of the claim. Each claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a 
period (MPEP 608.01 (m)). In claim 3, the term "and" is missing between 
"benzofuranyl" and "benzothienyl". In claim 4, the term "at" is missing between "is" and 
"the". Appropriate correction is required.
